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FENDER LEGISLATION. 


Citizens of St. Louis will be pleased to learn from Monday's 
Post-Dispatch that there is a prospect of obtaining a fender or- 
dinance in the near future. Delegates Geraghty and Burke have 
requested the city counselor to prepare a new bill, which they will 


intraduce. 
Sas Delegate Geraghty: 
The members of the House made a mistake in some 
of the amendments which were attached to the first 
fender bill ; 
They agree now that a mistake was made, and that 
the Board of Public Improvements, and not the members 
of the assembly, should have taken whatever power 


Is to be conferred by the bill. 


We still believe that the first bill gave the board too 
much power, and the new measure, which is being pre- 
pared, will be more conservative in this respect. 

The admission that the members of the House made a mistake 
in some of the amendments tacked on to the first fender bill 
is evidence of a gratifying change of heart, as is also the state- 
ment that the memers now see that the Board of Public Im- 
provements, and not a commission from the Assembly, should 
eyAcute the provisions of the bill. Publle opinion has done a sal- 

tary work in bringing about this new view-point., 

As to the form of fender, Delegate Geraghty says the new 
bill will provide for “automatic” devices. It will be a mistake 
for the bill to iean towards any particular form or device. What 
if Wanted is apparatus that has been actually proven to be life- 
saving or that this is so proven on thorough testing by the proper 
authorities. The widest possible scope should be left in the 
choice of fenders and accompanying apparatus, 

The people will watch the growth of this legislation with in- 


terest. Nothing of more importance is now pending in the Mu- 
ion Assembly.
